DEMANDED 


London, Jan. ta. 
Asking the British Govern: 
ment to eutliw British Iascists, 
more than 3,000 — Londoners 
marched through their city) this 
a{ternoon in the British capital's 
first all-party political deimon- 

stration since before the war. 

Shouts of “Put Mosley back 
in jail” were the keynote of the 
demonstration by — Britena— 
alarmed by the recent allema- 
tions of comeback efforts by Sir 
Qswald Mosley, former leader 
ef the British Union of Fascists. 

Tho marchers waved banners 
inscribed with “Ban Fascism in 
post-war Britain” and “Did our 
jads die that England’s Fascists 
live to try it arain?” 

The procession terminated ia 
a public mewuas, ac which speak- 
ers demanded that Britain's 
Home Secretary, Mr. Chuter 
Ede, disqualify all for- 
mer members of the Bri- 
tish Union of Fas iste, 
or any Allied organisations, 
from political activity, and that 
any political group deemed by 
the Government to be spreading 
Fascist doctrine be ontlawed by - 
legislation —Reuter. 

MOSLEY PROVOCATION 

A. F, Paworth, member of the 
Trades Union Congreas General 
Council, in a specch, sald that 
“if the government does not. out- 
law these people, and their 
activities, and provent them 
from raising their ugly heads 
in this country” there would be 
trouble.
